Aharried businessman on 
his way to an important 
conference, a homemaker 
struggling with her house- 
work, a family taking small 
children on a long car trip 
have one opportunity in 
common—a chance to listen 
to the Bible. 

The catchword was “‘Jis- 
ten,” not read. 

Because The Living New 
Testament is now available 
in stereo cassette form. 

And since it is, the men, 
women, and children who 
haunt the pages of religious 
history have come alive for 
today’s readers. 

The shepherds minding 
their flocks on the Judean 
hillsides are not the only 
ones to heat the angels sing 
of Jesus’ birth.

Another parent suggested 
the tapes are particularly 
appropriate for family devo- 
tions.

Taping was directed by 
Jim Grant, a writer, actor, 
and film director who also 
natrated The Living New 
Testament. The man who 
portrayed the Apostle Pay) 
in the work was Dick Noe} 
for six yedrs an announcer 
for Lowell Themas. 

After the narration was 
completed—a job requir 
nearly six months—sound ef. _ 
fects and music were added, 
Then Grand went back 
through the entire master 
tape to add the chapter 
numbers. 

“We recorded without 
chapter breaks in order tg 
add continuity to the mes 
sage,” said Mrs. Main. “After 
we finished, Dr. Taylor sug. 
gested that adding the chap. 
ter numbers would make jt 
easier to locate certain 
places in the Scriptures. But 
even those additions were 
included so carefully that 
they don’t break the 
thought.” 

Dr. Taylor said the cay 
settes were “an exploratory 
venture in the beginning, 
but people have responded 
to them. And we were think- 
ing in terms of people, in 
terms of bringing the text 
alive for them when we de. 
cided to go ahead with the 
cassettes. 

“After all, faith comes 
by hearing and hearing by 
the word of God. And faith 
is what we're trying to en 
courage with the Living New 
Testament cassettes.

LAW IN ACTION _ 


TOO MUCH TOO OFTEN 

“Offisher, I absholutely as- 
sure you I have imbibed noth- 
ing more intoshicating than a 
couple of beers—” 

The officer 
manages to 
stay politely 
quiet. But he 
knows the 
drunk driver 
is a menace to 
all of us. He 
knows too that his “two-beer” 
driver may spend up to six 
months in jail and lose his 
license for a first offense. 

For a second offense within 
seven years, the judge must 
order a sentence of five days, 
must order a fine and must 
suspend the driver’s license 
for a year. If Mr. “Alky” drives 
without a license, there are 
other mandatory jail penalties. 

Do these severe penalties 
work? How well are they en- 
forced? And what really hap- 
pens to Mr. Alky? 

A recent study shows that 
many first convictions were 
being declared invalid. This 
meant that “repeaters” were 
being punished as if for a first 
offense. They weren’t hit with 
mandatory jail sentences and 
license loss. 

In 1969, an appeals court said 
that if the first conviction 
wasn’t proper-—or valid —it 
could not be used against Mr. 
Alky for “second offense” pun- 
ishment. Why would a convic- 
tion be invalid? Perhaps the 
defendant pleaded guilty 
without being told of his right 
to counsel. In many early cases, 
this happened. 


True, the defendant can 
waive or give up his right to 
an attorney, but not just to 
“get the case over with.” Nor 
could he be very intelligent 
about his rights if he isn’t 
quite sober. Or if he was just 
out of jail and went into court 

. without a chance to talk to an» 
attorney about his rights. 

In another recent ruling, the 
court said that before a defen- 
dant pleads guilty, he must be 
told of his right to trial by 
jury, his right to not incrimin- 
ate himself, and his righ to 
cross examine his accusers. 
He may bring in witnesses to 
help defend himself. He has to 
intelligently “give up” or 
waive these rights before he 
pleads guilty. 

Mr. Alky must also be brief- 
ly told of the consequences 
of his plea: that he may be 
fined, may go to jail, and may 
have his driving privileges 
affected. 

Under these decisions, driv- 
ers with prior convictions have 
been able to challenge their 


convictions. Judges now ex- 
tensively inform defendants 
of their rights.
